A Bartender Killed and a Police 
Officer Seriously Wounded. 


Bravery and Tenacity of a New York Rounds- 
man=-Exciting Pistol Encounter Between 
Desperate Men. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YorK, January 3.—Roundsman John 
Delaney, of the Tombs Police Court squad, 
is undoubtedly one of the bravest men on the 
force. He shot and killed Patrick McGowan 
in the Bowery after McGowan had shot him 
in the eye. McGowan was the bartender of 
Billy MeGlory’s saloon. The encounter was 
a sequel of the swindling of a countryman 
on Saturday evening in Andy Kelly’s saloon. 
Andy Kelly is the man who assisted Billy 
McGlory in giving his supper at the Hotel 
Brunswick last week. His saloon bears a 
bad character. Keliy has been abed with 
rheumatism for several days and had hired 
on Friday an extra bartender, who was a 
stonecutter named Dunn, living in Harlem. 
Dunn tended bar on Friday and Saturday 
nights, and Kelly says that on Sunday morn- 
ing Dunn ran away with all the receipts. 
Between 9 and [0 0’clock on Saturday evening 
Jas. Nolan, a farmer, of Danbury, Conn., en- 
tered Kelly’s saloon and drank a glass of beer. 
He tendered a twenty dollar bill in payment, 
and as he complains, Dunn took it and gave 
him nochange. When he asked for change 
Dunn told him to get out, and Nolan was 
frightened and went away. He reported his 
loss at the Elizabeth Street Police Station, 
and on Monday Detective English went with 
him tothe saloon. Kelly told how the bar- 
tender had robbed him, and offered 
$10 in settlement, but Nolan would 
not accept this. He

New York, January 3.—Jacob W. Geb- 
hardt, of Clinton, N. J.. was a remarkably 
handsome young man, sang in the Methodist 
chureh choir, played the-piano and was the 
best dancer in the county. He was 25 years 
old, educated at Lafayette College, Easton, 
Pa,, and spoke two or three modern lan- 
guages. Nine months ago he came to New 
York City with letters from the pas- 
tor of the Methodist church of Clinton 
and the most prominent business men there. 
He engaged as a commercial traveler with G. 
Ahern, wholesale grocer. In his grocery 
trips into New Jersey it is alleged that he be- 
trayed Emma Shultz, 18 years old, a farmer’s 
daughter, living near Somerfield; Annie 
Meyer, aged 17 years, daughter of a railway 
master mechanic, of the the same place, and 
Eliza Philhower, aged 20 years, daughter of a 
wealthy farmer and stock dealer of Peapack. 
It is also charged that he has married three 
other innocent and confiding Jersey maidens. 

Peapack is thirty-five miles from New 
York, and only five miles from Clinton. Miss 
Philhower had heard the rare soprano of 
Mr. Gebhardt’s voice in the church choir 
there. In March last

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One Sunday about a year ago, Mrs. 
Wall expressed her intention oi going to New 
York to see some friends. Her husband 
strenuously objected. She left the house to 
go, but missed the train and returned. Verv 
soon after she entered the house, a report of 
a pistol was heard and Mrs. Wall came run- 
ning inw the street, calling for help. Some 
neighbors went to her assistance, and'to them 
she breathlessly explained that she had acci- 
dentally shut her husband. Wall was found 
lying on the floor of his bed-room bleeding 
from a wound inhis throat. In his ante- 
mortem statement the wounded man said he 
had quarreled with his wife and that 
SHE NAD SHOT HIM. 

On that statement she was_arrested and the 
Coroner’s jury found that Wall had come to 
his death at her hands. She was then locked 
up in Raymond Street Jail and indicted for 
mansiaughter in the fourth degree. After 
spending two months in jail she pleaded 
not gullty tu the indictment and 
was allowed to be out on bail. 
Pending her trial she returned to the stage 
and is at present playing the part of Mary 
Branden in “My Partner,” in Haverly's 
Brooklyn Theater. Wall died in two days 
after he was shot at the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital in this city. Mrs. Wall’s explanation 
of the shooting was that she was in the act 
ot removing an old-fashioned one-barreled 
pistol, which her husband always kept 
cocked under his pillow, from the bed to the 
bureau, when it brushed against her dress

From the Pineries. 

Cuica@o, Iuu., January 3,—A Eau Claire, 
Wis., special says :“‘Reports from the pineries 
in various parts of the State are extremely 
unfavorable. There is ample snow but the 
roads are in bad condition and loggers are 
behind in their contracts, A cold snap and 
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Robinson brought to Gov. Jarvis to-day the 
details of an accident which is the most 
awful that has happened in any of the pub- 
lie works in this State. By the sinking of a 
flatboat on the Tuckaseegee River, in Jack- 
son county, in the western part of the State, 
eighteen convicts were drowned. These con- 
victs area portion of 500 whom the State 
leases to the Western North Carolina Rail- 
road, which is operated by the Richmond 
and Danville Railroad Company. The par- 
ticular gang to which the unfortunate men 
belonged had. its headquarters near Cowee 
tunnel, whi 4 passes through Cowee Moun- 
tain, on tie line which is now being con- 
structed between Asheville, N. C., and Dick- 
town, Ga., and was at work on this tunnel. 
The convict stockade in which they are 
quartered is on the other side of the Tuck- 


aseegee River from the tunnel, and the 
laborers are ferried oyer the stream at 
a point where it is narrow, but very 
deep, by means of a large flat-bottomed boat, 
capable of containg fifty persons. On Sat- 
urday morning, 4s thiriy convicts in charge 
of two guards were crossing the riverin the 
ferryboat, some of them noticed water and 
ice in the bottom of the boat and cried out, 
panic-stricken that it was sinking. There 
was an instant rush to the other end of the 
boat, which eareened and sank with all on 
board, although 
THE GUARDS CALLED OUT 

that there was no leak and no danger. All 
were thrown into the ice cold stream, which 
rap still and deep, while above and below 
were rapids. . 

Twelve of the thirty convicts and one of 
the guards managed to swim ashore, shough 
they were thoroughly benumbed with cold. 
Eighteen of the convicts were drowned by 
clasping each other literally like knots of 
serpents, and were thus swept down the 
lower rapids, below which they were found 
by twos and threes Sey clasped together 
in their death-lock. The guard was taken 
from the water unconscious, and for hours 
his life was despaired of. scene was a 
terrible one, and was witnessed by a great 
number of persons, the most of w were 
unable to be of assistance. The cries of 
drowning men, the gasping of able swim- 
mers made helpless by the frenzy of 
their comrades is never to be forgotten. The 
bodies of the u.fortunates were brought on 
shore, and all efforts to restore consciousness 
to any of them :

Jay Gould Unfortunate in His Law Suitss-The 


Lesson of Gambetta’s Death--Tired of the 
Fitz John Porter Case--Editorial Comments 
of To-Day’s New York Press. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YorK, January 3.—The Sun to-day 
says: “The present whisky ring differs 
materially in its organization from that 
which flourished under Gen. Grant, but its 
purposes and aims are essentially the same, 
John Sherman stands forward in the Senate 
as the peculiar champion of this ring, his 
brother-in-law being one of its principal 
attorneys, and his friends in Cincinnati being 
among the large holders of its paper.” 

It then sketches the legislation in relation 
to bonded spirits since the act of 1878, and 
continues: ‘“‘Now Mr. Sherman brings in a 
bill to give two years more of free warehous- 
ing, and accompanies it witha piteous ap- 
peal that, if this relief be not granted, there 
will be wide-spread ruin among the holders 
of the whisky, that is to say, the spec- 
ulators that bonded it for arise. At the end 
of the proposed two years this interest wiil 
again knock at the doors of Congress for more 
legislation. The present experience will be 
repeated, and John Sherman will be in the 
Senate to recite the woes of the whisky ring, 
with perhaps its hundred millions of unpaid 
taxes.

Single-haidéd and aione he aroused the 
drooping spirits of the people, raised and 
equipped armies, and accomplished all that 
mortal could in stemming the tide of disaster 
which was overwhelming his country. He 
raised and disbursed the  miilions 
at oe through Morgan & Co. in 
ingland, and _ the most rigid ex- 
amination of his affairs by enemies 
when the war was over only showed his 
hands were clean and record unstained, Af- 
ter the war his advice was sought more than 
any other man’s.

BELIEF TESTS. 

A Philadeiphia Judge a few days ago elab- 
oratety defined the limits of the religious or- 
thodoxy required of a witness before he can 
be permitted to tell a jury what he knows 
about a case in a Pennsylvania court. Judge 
Briees had, with some doubt. admitted the 
testimony of RosERT BecKER, who said, 
when questioned as to his religious belief, 
that, though he believed in the Creator of 
the universe and in aSupreme Power which 
would punish him here for false »wearing, 
he did not believe in God as commonly un- 
derstood by the people, nor ina personal 
God, nor God as an entity. A motion fora 
new trial having been made on the ground 
that the court erred in permitting Brecker 
to testify, the Judge granted the new trial 
and held that a witness, to be competent 
to testify under the Pennsylvania law, 
must believe in the personality of God and 
must believe that the perjurer will not only 
be punished here, but will suffer divine pun- 
ishment in a future state. Without such be- 
lief he could not be in fear of Divine pun- 
ishment for testifying falsely, and therefore 
could not be examined as a witness in the 
courts. This law seems to be devised for 
the sole purpose of absurdly narrowing the 
basis of evidence upon which a jury must 
find the facts of a case. To perform their 
duty with the fullest and clearest light jury- 
men should be permitted to hearal) the 
human testimony obtainable on the 


fered with by a political change which was 
undoubtedly intended to serve no other pur- 
pose than the general welfare of the 
country. 

It is a serious disappointment when the im- 
mediate result of a political victory, of a tri- 
umph of economy and reform over waste 
and mismanagement is a prolonged uncer- 
tainty as to the future and a corresponding 
depression and lossin business. But such 
are the facts of the actual situation. No im- 
porter can afford to keep up his usual line of 
importations when there is a prospect that 
the reduction of duties will permit of fresh 
stocks being imported at lower prices to un- 
dersell him. No dealer in tobacco and spirits 
can afford to take the risks of the changes 
which are promised, and the net result 
of all this is that business transactions 
are reduced and profits shrink away, factories 
are shut down, workmen are deprived of 
employment and every valuable interest of 
business suffers. 

All of this might have been avoided if the 
business men of thiscountry had made their 
voices heard and their wishes felt in politics, 
and had exercised that influence which legiti- 
mately belongs tothem. The only class of 
business men whe habitually take an inter- 
est in politics are the practical manufactur- 
ers. All other business men avoid politics as 
if there was some contamination in it, and 
the result is that men are elected to Con- 
gress not because anybody knows 
what their views are on the practical 
business interests involved in legislation, but 
because some of them cal! themselves Demo. 
crats and others call themselves Repub- 
licans. 

In this city of St. Louis, which has so much 
te gain-or luse by the action of Congress in 
business legislation, we do not remember to 
have even heard a question asked during the 
campaign as to what were the views of any 
candidate on the tariff and internal revenue, 
nor was there any issue raised as to the 
policy which our representatives were 
expected to stand by in dealing with these 
matters. If the business menof St. Louis 
cared at all for those practica] and valuable 
interests which are at stake they did not 
show it nor make their intluence feltin any 
way. 

The present situation should be a reminder 
to them of the danger of a neglect of their 
political duties, and we trust that in future 
cainpaigns the voice of the business men will 
be heard more clearly and emphatically. 


GAMBETTA’S CASE, 

The medica! testimony in connection with 
the death of GAmBetTta forcibly reminds us 
of the painful circumstances connected with 
the death of GARFIELD. Itis fair to pre- 
sume that GAMBETTA had the best medica! 
attendance that France could furnish, and } 
Paris has long been acenterof medical and 
surgical knowledge. Yet it appears from 
this morning’s dispatches that the eminent 
physicians who had charge of the case have 
been treating their illustrious patient for a 
month for a gunshot wound while he has 
been dying of an affection of the bowels. At 
this distance from the scene of the 
event and with the scanty informa- 
tion which has come to hand it is 
impossible to pass a confident opinion 
on the contradictory dispatches which give 
the d tails of the affair. But there is every 
reason to believe that the slight pistol wound 
which GAMBETTA received had no direct 
connection whatever with his death; it has, 
however, an indirect connection, because if 
he had not been suffering from the gun-shot 
wound there would have been a chance that 
the doctors would. have treated him for the 
disease from which he was really suffering, 
and his life might have been saved. 

There isa fearful lesson in this case for 
the doctors, who are too prone to assume a 
medical infallibility when there is no 
way of controverting their assumptions,

There is no end to the vagaries of hu- 
man belief, and the credibility of a witness’ 
statements should depend entirely on his 
character as an intelligent, unbiased and 
truthful man andthe nature of the state- 
ments themse! ves.

TRAPPED. 


B. Falkenhaimer, Postal Clerk at 
the Union Depot, Arrested. 


A Decoy Letter Does the Work--How the Trap 
Was Laid--Falkenhaimer Protests His In- 
nocence. 


B. Faikenheimer. railway postal clerk, en- 
gaged in the transfer service at the Union 
Depot, was arrested this morning at his post 
by special agent Geo. A. Dice, of the depart- 
ment, directed by General Edgarton, Chief 
Inspector of this district. The arrest was 
conducted so quietly that few perSons 
about the depot were aware of 
it,: and this announcement will oc- 
casion some surprise in the postal and 
railway mail departments. Mr. Falken- 
heimer has been connected with the service 
for seventeen years. He was at one time the 
registry clerk at this office. Even since the 
opening of the Union Depot he has been as- 
signed to duty there in the transfer of mails 
from incoming to outgoing trains. Heis 
charged with embezziing a packet 
of Louisville letters in transit. 
For a month past numerous 
complaints have reached the department of 
losses in Louisville mail matter, letters fail- 
ing to reach their destination, etc. In due 
course the reports were referred to Gen. Ed- 
garton’s department for investigation and 
the inspectors went to work on the case. E 
W. Wartield, the superintendent of the rail- 
wa mail service for this district, 
ha his attention called to the 
matter some time before Christmas, and it 
was traced to the O. & M. mail transfer. 

THE POUCHES 
arriving here from the west contain mail 
iicked up along the routes of the western 
ines, and gathered from many westerno 
points. Thereis a transfer of eastern mail 
made herejat the Union Depot, The pouches 
arriving on trains from the West are labeled 
for chief cities east and south and a redis- 
tribution takes place. The pouch is opened 
at the depot and the packages of mail as- 
sorted in the postal cars ot the respective 
lines preparing to leave. Some mail await- 
ing connections remains at the depot. On 
the platform there is a_ small office 
arranged for the clerks engaged 
in the transfer service aud 
the place is provided with a counter and 
pigeon-holes for assorted mail matter. 
THE TRANSFER CLERK’S DUTY 
is to attend the arrival of trains, transfer the 
incoming pouches to tne mail cars of out- 
going trains and reassort the packages in the 
cars before thf trains leave. it was part of 
Faikenheimer’s duty to attend to this work 
of redistribution. The suspicion of the 
lnspector’s department fell upon him, and a 
uecoy package of letters Was made up, ad- 
dressed to Boardman, the Louisville lottery 
agent and to the Louisville Courier-Journal. 
the postal clerks of tie outgoing O. & M. 
train this morning were posted’ to 
watch his movements, and the pack- 
age Was purposely left on the mail counter 
of the postal car. Lluspector Dice stationed 
himseif at the mouth of the tunnel to await 
developments. The VU. & M, train rolled 
along around the curve and checked speed 
before entering the tunnel. The clerks pass- 
ed down word to Inspector Dice that Falken- 
heimer, a few minutes before the train ieft 
the platiorm, had entered the car and remov- 
ed the decoy Louisville package. 
HE HAD FALLEN INTO THE TRAP 
so carefuliy set jor him, and his arrest was 
but a natural consequence, Inspector Dice 
walked back to the platform, stepped into 
the transfer oflice, introduced 
Falkenhaimer and, placing his hand on the 
Louisville decoy package lying on the 
counter in front of Faikenheimer, asked 
him sharply why he had withhe'!d the letters 
from the mail just dispatched. Fatkenheim- 
er excused himself by saying that the pack- 
age had been overlooked and that he intended 
to send it up to the Si. Louis office to go out 
with to-night’s mail. 

Inspector Dice placed his hand on his 
shoulder and directed him to accompany «a 
ofticer and himself to ithe office 
of Gen. Edgarton inthe old custom house. 
There Falkenheimer stoutly protested his 
innecense, and said that the packages had 
becn overlooked. He was at ounce taken be- 
fore U.S. Commissioner Cullen, and in de- 
fault of of bail in the sum of $2,500 was com- 
mitted to the custody of U.S. Marshal Coste.

Falkenheimer enjoyed the confidence of 
Col. Schuarte, Chieti ol the Postat luspec- 
tion Departinent, to such an extent that he 
considered him one of the most upright men 
in the service, and entrusted him with sume 
of the work in runniug down young Parks, 
the Missouri Paciltic mail robber, now serv- 
ing a term.

THAT SHAVING MATCH. 


—_ 


The Contest is Off Because the 
Men Cannot Agree. 


President Rimmelin, of the Barbers’ Un- 
ion, Says Three Minute Shaving is all 
Nonsense--A Barber Who Wants to 
Shave a Match for $5,000--Turning Out 
Seventy-Six Men in a Day. 


The Barber’s Union held a meeting last 
nighteat the headquarters on Market street, 
but most of the time was utilized in a discus- 
sion of the fast shaving question, which is 
now almost the sole topic of conver- 
sation amoug the knights of the razor. 
Mr. Rimmelin, the president of the Union, 
called attention to the question. He had 
provided himself with copies of the Posrt- 
DisPATcH containing Hoeffner’s challenge 
and other articles in regard to the question, 
and after the regular session, the articles 
were read and excited much dis- 
cussion. President Rimmelin was seen this 
morning and he talks freely about the matter. 


“The men all laughed at the statements 
made by Hoeffner and Klientopf,” said Mr. 
Remmelin. This three minutes’ shaving is 
all nonsense.” 

“Why?” 

‘““Pecause it can’t be done. You might run 
a man through in three minutes, if you did 
not care what you were doing and never ex- 
pected to have him for a customer again. 
But if the work done in three minutes was 


it ashave. You may call it what you like, 
but it is nota shave, aud no man would 
willing to take it as such.” 

‘‘What is the fastest time in which a man 
ean be shaved properly ?”’ 

“I'll answer that this way.. In the 15 cent 
shops, the general average is four shaves te 
the hour. e boss requires this of his men, 
and expects that the drawer should show it. 
This, you see, would make each men take in 
60 cents an hour. Inthe 10 cent shops .the 
average shaves required per hour is six, so 
that, «as you will perceive, the 10 
cent shop makes as much money 
with a steady run of custom as the fifteen- 
cent shops do. The customer is the only 
loser. He gets quicker service, rougher hand- 
ling, worse treatment and is hurried out to 
make room for another customer, so as to 
keep up the average.” 

“Do the men make this time ?”’ 

“No. Itis a very rare thing for them to do 
it. The average in a fifteen-cent shop is 
scarcely even better than 3% shaves per hour. 
In the ten cent shops_a very good average is 
five shaves an hour. If the men in the fifteen 
cent shops, for instance, should run faster 
than fonr shaves per hour, the boss would 
stop them right away. That would hurt the 
business and weald not be allowed.” 

“So you think this three minute shaving 
does not amount to much?” 

“No, it’s nonsense. If amancomesinina 
hurry and wants to catch a train, | can take 
his beard off in three minutes, and so can 
many other barbers. Butthatis not shav- 
ing him. In the old times, when a shave was 
five cents, and we used no powder nor cos-

“Because he has been used to working in 
ten-cent shops all the time, where a man 
had to hustle, and where time was the ob- 
ject.

EMMA HAMILTON’S BRAVERY. 
A Fifteen-year-osd Girl’s Efforts to Res- 
cuc a Drowning Boy. 


From the New York Sun. 


Capt. William Hamilton, who owns a pro- 
duce boat runuing to this city, lives in a neat 
hill-side cottage in the village of Northport. 
Long Island. Froin his front stoop one may 
geta glimpse of the blue Connecticut hills 
across the Sound. In front of his house is a 
road and from the road the ground 
slopes suddenly about forty feet toa narrow 
beach. On the afternoon of July 7, the Cap- 
tain’s daughter, Emma, was sitting under 
the trees that shade the slope. She was not 
sixteen until last Thursday, and she does not 
appear to be even as old as that. William 
Beebe, the fifteen-year-old son of Capt. Hen- 
ry Beebe, a Sandy Hook Pilot, was in town 
visiting an uncle. He came along and invit- 
ed Miss Emma to go up the beach to the bath- 
ing houses and join a number of women and 
children who were in the water. She declin- 
ed to goand the boy went on. Pretty soon 
she heard the children crying: ‘“‘There’s a 
boy drowning!’’ As that was common among 
the children when playing in the water, she 
paid no attention to it. Seon, however, she 
heard a woman cry: 

“For God’s sake, is there no one on this 
beach that can swim ?”’ 

She knew then that somebody was Indeed 
drowning. It was nearly 100 rods to the sand 
point where the bathers were, but she reach- 
edthe place in time to see young Beebe]rise 
to the surface for the last time. He was 
about three rods from the beach. Hastily 
throwing off her shoes, she plunged in, and 
swimming to the place, as nearly as she could 
udge, she dived several times to the botiom, 

ut she failed to find him. By this time 
John Murray had reached the beach. A boat 
was launched, Miss Hamilton got into it, and 
with Murray went to the place where Beebe 
had gone down, being able to judge more ac- 
curately where it was than when she was 
swimming. Leaning over the stern of the 
boat, she put her face under the water, 680 
that a clear view of the bottom should not be 
cut off by surface waves and ripples. 

When she discovered the boy fying motion- 
less on the sand and undoubtedly quite dead, 
owing to the time that had elapsed, she made 
Murray hold the boat overit with an oar 
while she went ashore and gota heavy oys- 
terrake. This she carried to the boat, and 
with it the body was brought to the surface. 
Efforts were made on the shore to revive him, 
but he had probably died before the boat was 
launched. 

The courage and energy Mfss Hamilton 
had displayed were the talk of the country 
around. Capt. J. L. Knight, of this city, a 
rsiative of ihe boy. and Capt. Jesse Carll, a 
ship-builder of the village, started the pro- 
ject of making a present to the girl for ber 

ravery. A subscription paper was quietly 
circulated. 

Christmas night was selected to make the 
annua presents to the Sunday-school pupils. 
There was a union gathering at the etho- 
dist Church. The building was crowded. 
After Santa Claus had climbed out of the 
chimney of a house made for the purpose,and 
given away many_ beautiful things to the 
ehilidren, Lawyer N. 8. Ackely stepped up in 
front of the pulpit. Hesaid the giving of 
presents was a fitting servicein memory of 
the life that had been given that all might 
live. Nothing was mvre precious than life; 
nothing more noble than self-sacrifice to save 
it. The village had been called last summer 
to mourn the death of a led known and loved 
of all. But, great as was the grief, there was 
a light shed upon it by the heroic efforts of 
a young girl tu save the boy as he struggled 
with death. The whole village had felt that 
it was a deed worthy of something more than 
pravse, They had procureda gift for her, 
nut they knew that it could not add to the 
satisfaction which follows an act like 
hers. It would show to her, however, the 
estimationin which she was held by her 
neighbors. The heroine, he said, of whom 
he spoke was Miss Emma Hamilton. 

Amid a great roar of applause Miss Hamil- 
ton then stepped forward. A gold hunting 
case watch with a chain and seal was given 
to her. Shebowed her thanks amid profound 
silence, and, as the applause again burst 
forth, she returned modestly to her seat. The 
watch is very handsome, and is worth over 
$100. Inside the case are engraved the fol- 
lowing words: 

Presented to 
EMMA HAMILTON 
by her friends at 
Northport, L. I. 
as a tribute of admiration 
for her heroic efforts to 
save life on the day of 
July 7, 1882. 

Miss Hamilton has long brown hair, a clear 
complexion, large brown eves, and regular 
features. She was the beroine of a similar 
adventure .two years ago. A playmate of 
about the same age was in the water, a short 
distance from shore, and accidentally got be- 
yond her depth. Shecould notswim. Miss 
Hamilton, who was on the beach, promptly 
went to the rescue and brought her to shore, 
where restoratives were successfully applied.

Stepson—Rem ed at Last.

Legg and the young girl then fled, and 
were hotly ursued by young William 
Leggett, a brother of Mrs. Crawford, and 
others of her family, the hot-headed young 
Crawford being himself placed under bond 
for the attack upon the flying step-father. 
The latter was apprehended with the young 
girl in Greenville, S. C., before they were 
overtaken by the pursuers. 

Young Crawford was tried for his attack 
on the step-father, and the famous Judge 
Mackey presided at the trial. The verdict 
was acquittal, and it is said that Judge 
Mackey was led off the bench, of course, to 
once or twice express admiration rather than 
condenination for the act of the boy. 

The father disappeared, but has been for 
the last three years living, it is known, in 
Darlington county, South Carolina. A di- 
vorce had, of course, been obtained between 
Mrs, Legg and her husband, and she has been 
living with her children, including the daugh- 
ter, Miss Crawford, in Chester county. 

The boy Crawford, who so impulsively at- 
tacked his stepfather, was sent some time 
ago as a student to Davidson College, in this 
county, where he died, as will be well re- 
membered here, of typhoid fever. Miss 
Crawford is said to have grown into a hand- 
sume and modest womanlood, 

Six months ago it became known that the
